I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  tho  Public  Health 
Department  for  1963. 

The  vital  statistics  of  the  area  for  1963  contained  little  for  comment 
and  indicate  much  the  same  pattern  as  for  the  previous  10  years. 

Measles  was  again  the  greatest  infectious  disease  but,  fortunately, 
of  the  47  cases  none  were  fatal  and  there  wore  no  serious  complications. 

There  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria,  typhoid,  scarlet  fever,  or  tuber culosis 
reported  during  1963  -  a  very  satisfactory  state  of  affairs. 

B.C.G.  work  continued  in  schools  and  the  age  limit  for  this  immunisation 
was  lowered  from  12  -  11  years.  In  addition,  tuberculin  testing  of  school 
entrants  was  introduced  and  all  those  showing  marked  reactions  were  referred 
for  specialist  follow  up.  Immunisation  against  diphtheria/tetanus  was  also 
offered  to  school  entrants  and,  by  this  arrangement,  a  number  of  children 
were  immunised  who  would  not  otherwise  have  availed  themselves  of  this 
opportunity. 

Numerous  visits  to  housing  problems  were  made  and  attention  was  paid 
to  tho  compilation  of  a  list  of  properties  for  condemnation  as  unfit  for 
human  habitation. 


The  Maternity  &  Child  Welfare  Clinic  continues  to  bo  well  supported 
during  the  year. 

The  Public  Health  Inspector  has  appended  his  annual  report. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Council  and  the  staff 
for  their  welcome  co-operation  during  1963.
